Reissue Application 



1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject 
matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

1. Claims 5, 27 and 49 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 



indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 



Claims 5 and 27 which recite that "wherein said cam contacts and moves said support 
member" seem inconsistent with the recitations in parent claims 1, 23 and 47 that the cam is 
adapted to move the position of the bending plate laterally with respect to the support member to 
urge the free end portions of the contact members into contact with the terminal balls. 
2. Claims 23-58 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as failing to set forth 
the subject matter which applicant(s) regard as their invention. Evidence that claims 23-58 fail(s) 
to correspond in scope with that which applicant(s) regard as the invention can be found in Paper 
No. 14 filed 12/23/02. In that paper, applicant has included an amendment of the specification 
begins at Col. 4 line 18 and ends at Col. 4, line 35, and this amendment indicates that the 
invention is different from what is defined in the claim(s) because applicant still retain the 
inventive concept that support member 22 has a plurality of windows 23 extending therethrough.
